EVERGREENS 


"WJfcTE  gladly  furnish  all  information  as  to  how  to  plant  and  care 
""  for  Evergreens,  Shrubs,  Trees  and  Perennials.  Always  pro¬ 
tect  roots  with  damp  material  on  arrival,  to  keep  the  ivind  and 
sun  from  reaching  same.  Be  careful  in  watering,  as  many  a  plant 
is  killed  by  giving  too  much  water,  especially  perennials.  During 
a  dry  period,  give  Evergreens,  Shrubs  and  Trees  a  thorough  soak¬ 
ing  once  a  week,  after  planting,  for  four  or  five  weeks  in  succes¬ 
sion.  Let  nature  do  the  rest,  but  do  as  much  cultivating  as  pos¬ 
sible,  especially  the  day  after  rain  or  the  watering.  Do  not  water 
as  long  as  your  soil  is  moist.  For  winter  protection,  especially 
newly  planted  evergreens  and  perennials,  it  is  advisable  to  use 
straw  manure  or  salt  hay  as  a  ground  covering  after  the  ground 
freezes,  the  idea  being  to  prevent  frequent  thawing  and  freezing. 

ABIES.  Fir 

Pyramidal  trees  of  extreme  hardiness,  often  attaining  great  height  , 
thriving  in  almost  any  exposed  situation.  They  are  justly  ranked 
among  the  most  ornamental  subjects  available  for  the  embellish¬ 
ment  of  landscape  or  lawn.  The  leaves  are  usually  deep  green, 
lustrous  above,  and  silver  white  beneath. 

concolor  ( While  Fir,  or  Colorado  Silver  Fir).  The  finest  of  the 
Rocky  Mountain  evergreens.  A  majestic  tree  and  the  most 
dependable  Fir  in  cultivation.  Compact,  graceful  growth,  with 
broad,  fiat,  silvery  bluish-green  foliage.

The  upright  forms  make  beautiful 
specimens,  while  the  prostrate  varieties  are  widely  used  as  a 
ground  cover.  They  embrace  species  of  great  hardiness  and  their 
pyramidal  and  columnar  forms  are  very  effective  in  formal  gar¬ 
dening,  giving  an  architectural  emphasis  that  is  often  so  very 
desirable.  In  our  cold  climate,  these  are  about  the  only  plants 
giving  this  “spiky”  effect  so  much  admired  in  Italian  landscapes. 

chinensis  ( Chinese  Juniper).  A  very  hardy  and  ornamental  tree 
of  pyramidal  outline,  with  a  pleasing  grayish-green  foliage, 
and  indifferent  to  extremes  of  temperature  and  diversity  of 
soil.

A  golden  variegated  variety  of 
the  virginiana;  the  foliage  keeps  a  very  attractive  golden  color 
Winter  and  Summer. 

Virginia  cannarti  (Cannart  Cedar).  An  absolutely  hardy  tree, 
having  deep,  rich  green,  heavily  tufted  foliage.  If  left  untrim¬ 
med,  the  growth  is  more  or  less  open  but  none  the  less  pleasing. 

virginiana  schotti  (Schott's  Juniper).  Dense  and  compact  in 
growth,  with  pyramidal  form  of  the  red  Cedar,  foliage  deep 
green.  A  beautiful  specimen  for  a  background  for  evergreen 
clumps. 

virginiana  glauca  (Blue  Virginia  Cedar).  A  very  beautiful 
vigorous  growing  variety,  with  glaucous  blue  foliage  all  the 
year  round. 


PICEA.  Spruce 

Spruces  are  unsurpassed  for  their  ornamental  qualities.  They  are 
conical  or  pyramidal  evergreens,  of  great  hardiness  and  useful¬ 
ness.  Splendid  for  park  planting  or  as  lawn  specimens,  and  when 
placed  among  other  evergreen  planting,  form  a  most  pleasing  con¬ 
trast.  The  loftiness  and  stately  spire-like  crowns  of  the  Spruces 
lend  a  peculiar  charm  to  the  landscape.  The  dwarf  forms  are 
valuable  subjects  for  bordering  the  taller  evergreens,  also  suitable 
for  rock  gardens. 

albertiana  conica  glauca.  This  interesting  and  dwarf  slow 
growing  Spruce  was  found  in  1904  near  Banff,  Canada,  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Jack  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum;  it  is  conical,  very  dense 
in  habit  and  a  gem  for  the  rock  garden. 

Engelmanni  (Engelmann' s  Spruce).  A  choice  and  valuable 
Rocky  Mountain  tree,  of  dense,  pyramidal  growth.  The  young 
branches  are  pubescent  and  clothed  with  bluish-green  foliage, 
which  emits  a  strong,  aromatic  odor  if  bruised.  Cones  light 
brown,  2  to  3  in.  long.  This  variety  is  native  to  the  Rocky 
Mountains  from  Alberta  and  British  Columbia  to  Colorado  and 
New  Mexico.  Hardy  in  almost  all  parts  of  t  he  country. 


Koster’s  Blue  Spruce  is  Bound  to 


excelsa  (Norway  Spruce).  A  tall  and  picturesque  tree  of  many 
variations  and  the  most  widely  cultivated  of  all  the  Spruces. 
As  an  individual  tree,  with  room  to  develop,  is  of  pyramidal 
symmetrical  growth,  its  lower  branches  sweeping  the  ground, 
pungens  (Colorado  Spruce).  A  very  hardy  and  fine  tree  from  the 
Rocky  Mountains.

PINUS.  The  Pines 

Pines  are  natives  of  lowlands  and  mountainous  regions  and  withstand  well 
the  cold,  bleak  winds  to  which  they  are  subjected.  The  tall  growing  varie¬ 
ties  are  among  the  most  ornamental  trees,  both  for  planting  as  a  background 
in  landscape  gardening  or  as  single  specimen.  Their  appearance  makes 
them  remarkably  distinct  characters.  The  dwarf  forms  are  very  valuable 
for  landscape,  rockery  and  hillside  planting. 

austriaca  ( Austrian  Pine).  A  tall,  massive  tree,  with  spreading  branches 
heavily  plumed  with  long,  stiff,  dark  green  needles. 

cembra  ( Swiss  Stone  Pine).  A  distinct,  dwarf,  pyramidal  type,  resembling 
somewhat  the  White  Pine,  but  its  needles  are  not  so  long  and  it  is  a  much 
better  lawn  tree.  Foliage  very  dark  green.  Makes  an  excellent  tree, 
adding  a  touch  of  very  attractive  color  to  the  Winter  landscape. 

mughus  ( Dwarf  Mugho).  One  of  the  best  dwarf  evergreens  for  rocky 
banks,  terrace  slopes,  small  lawns,  and  very  effective  when  grown  at  the 
corners  of  entrances,  either  single  or  in  company  with  other  evergreens. 
It  is  broader  than  its  height  and  sometimes  almost  prostrate. 

resinosa  ( Red  Pine). 

strobus  ( While  Pine).  This  Pine  grows  quickly  and  makes  a  most  useful 
and  beautiful  ornamental  tree.  For  specimen  groups  or  mass  planting  it 
is  extensively  used,  as  well  as  for  shade  and  shelter  belts.  The  needles 
are  soft  and  bluish-green. 

sylvestris  ( Scotch  Pine).  A  strong  grower,  with  spreading  branches  and 
short,  stiff,  bluish-green  needles.

RETINOSPORA.  Japanese  Cedar

THUJA.  Arborvitae 

A  group  of  useful,  hardy  evergreens  of  varied  forms;  especially 
desirable  for  formal  gardening  as  they  can  easily  be  clipped  to  any 
shape  and  for  this  reason  are  almost  indispensable.  Their  clean, 
neat,  compact  appearance  makes  them  useful  in  grouping,  bed¬ 
ding,  bordering  and  formal  gardening,  for  cemetery  and  lawn 
specimens,  for  hedges,  screens,  window  boxes,  vases  and  house 
decorations. 

Douglasi  spiralis.  A  very  distinctive  form  resembling  somewhat 
the  well  known  pyramidalis.

oecidentalis  ( Common  American  Arborvitae).  The  well-known 
screen  and  hedge  plant.  Grows  naturally  to  a  tree  40  ft.  tall, 
but  can  be  kept  down  to  any  size  by  shearing, 
oecidentalis  globosa.  Round  form.  Much  used  for  window 
boxes  and  low  plantings. 

oecidentalis  lutea  ( Golden  Arborvitae).  Growth  much  like  the 
oecidentalis.  Foliage  is  of  an  attractive  yellow  hue. 
oecidentalis  pyramidalis.  The  hardiest  of  the  pyramidal  Ar- 
borvitaes  and  should  be  used  extensively.  The  best  variety  for 
formal  plantings. 

oecidentalis  sibirica.  Grows  very  compact  and  low,  much  like 
a  dwarf.  The  foliage  is  of  a  dark  rich  green.  Very  hardy  and  is 
one  of  the  best  evergreens  for  entrances  and  grouping, 
rosenthali  ( Thuja  pyramidalis  Rosenthali).  One  of  the  newer 
varieties  of  pyramidal  form.  This  evergreen  grows  more  com¬ 
pact  than  other  Thujas  and  the  leaves  are  darker  green.  A 
beautiful  and  graceful  tree. 

TSUGA.  Hemlock  Spruce 

canadensis.  One  of  the  evergreens  for  planting  in  shady  places 
and  where  it  will  find  a  little  protection.  Prefers  moist  soil, 
and  grows  rapidly  after  it  gets  established.  A  graceful  tree, 
with  loose,  open  growth,  and  Yew-like  foliage.  It  is  kept  in 
dense  form  by  pruning  in  our  nursery. 

Tsuga  caroliniana  (Carolina  Hemlock)

AN  important  point  to  observe  in  the  planting  of  Herbaceous  Peonies 
is  not  to  plant  too  deep.  The  roots  should  be  placed  so  that  the 
crowns  are  covered  with  2  inches  of  soil.

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Suggestions  for  Planting  Evergreens, 

Trees  or  Shrubs 


PREPARING 

Dig  the  hole  at  least  1  foot  wider  than  the  root  area  of  the  tree 
it  is  to  hold,  and  from  a  foot  to  2  feet  in  depth,  according  to  the 
root  system.  If  the  soil  is  poor,  some  sods,  well  rotted  manure, 
old  compost  or  bonemeal  should  be  added  and  worked  in  thor-

oughly.  If  the  soil  at  the  bottom  of  the  hole  is  a  stiff,  hard  clayt 
shale,  or  a  gravelly  hard-pan,  it  should  be  picked  and  broken  up 
to  a  depth  of  a  foot  or  more  and  Prepared  Humus  or  good  soil 
mixed  with  it. 


SETTING  THE  TREE 


Before  setting  the  tree,  go  over  the  root  system  carefully  and 
with  a  sharp  knife  or  pruning  shears,  cut  off  all  the  broken  and 
bruised  portions  of  the  roots.  This  does  not  apply  to  specimen 
evergreens  delivered  with  ball  of  earth,  which  should  not  be  dis¬ 
turbed.  The  soil  mark  on  the  bark  of  t  he  tree  will  show  the  depth 
at  which  it  stood  in  the  nursery;  take  good  care  when  placing 
your  tree  in  the  hole  that  it  comes  at  the  same  depth.  Do  not 
plant  too  deep.  Spread  the  roots  out  naturally  so  that  they  may 
not  be  twisted  or  crowded,  then  fdl  in  gradually  with  line  soil, 
working  it  in  between  the  roots,  so  that  no  unfilled  places  may  be 


left.  Fill  the  soil  in,  layer  by  layer,  and  shake  the  tree  while 
doing  so,  to  assist  the  soil  to  work  in  between  the  roots.  Tamp 
the  soil  down  carefully,  but  firmly  after  each  layer  has  been  filled 
in.  Continue  this  process  until  the  hole  is  filled  to  within  about 
2  inches  of  the  top,  then  the  remainder  of  the  soil  should  be  shov¬ 
eled  in,  leveled  up  and  brought  to  the  surface  without  tamping. 
Do  not  hill  the  dirt  up  around  the  tree. 

In  dry  weather,  a  liberal  allowance  of  water  may  be  used  before 
filling  in  the  last  soil  and  allowed  to  soak  away  gradually,  after 
which  the  filling  may  be  done  as  described  above. 


MULCHING 


The  importance  of  mulching,  especially  in  dry  seasons,  should 
not  be  overlooked,  its  object  being  to  hold  moisture  about  the 
roots  and  thus  aid  in  the  successful  growth  of  the  tree.  Spread 
some  coarse  manure  or  compost  over  the  surface  around  the  tree, 


extending  a  little  beyond  the  line  of  the  hole.  It  is  always  advis¬ 
able  to  mulch  your  evergreens  in  the  Fall,  especially  those  newly 
planted. 
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
